Story of the Courtship

Vanport, the 2nd largest city in Oregon and the largest public housing project ın

on May 30, 1948. Vanport, 15-feet below Columbia's water level, was completely 
underwater by nightfall. Fifteen people died in the flood. Houses were washed off of 


their foundations and the entire town was lost.

In 1952, in Vancouver Washington, at the age of 31, I contracted bulbar 
polio. I had been teaching high school for 2 years. Then January 1952 I went 
to the hospital with Bulbar type Polio. The Doctors were having much 
trouble diagnosing it and about the 2nd nite I fell out of bed with paralysis. 
Doctors didn’t know what it was but they told my wife I would have a 50/50 
chance of survival. We had one son a year old and a second child on the way. 

I had a lot to live for. 

In about a week of no care, they sent me to the Vancouver Veteran’s 
hospital where they immediately applied the Sister Kenny Hot Packs. A very 
¡good Dr. Ducsberry knew much about my problem and saw to it that it was 
done right. They were woolen packs that were very hot. The nite shift, 
‘however, did not do so well and often they were cold. That was miserable. 
¡The care given there was very good and there were other veterans there that 
¡had the same type of polio. 

However, my worst problem was a paralized throat—I was fed by a tube for 
ja month or more until one day I choked rather badly and “flung” my feeding 
tube out across the floor. The nurses ran to my bedside and called the Dr. 

Dr. Ducsberry said “Oh, now we learn to eat” So a nurse was with me all 
day just trying to get the food down. It must have been an ordeal for them. 

| But I learned to eat and then by myself. 

My wife came every day to see me and then after 3 months they let me come 
| home for visits; I brought alone a liquid formula. I hated to leave our home 
to come back to the hospital. 

The second son came about a month early in March and I rmember them 
| taking me to see them at the hospital in a wheel chair. 
| So I was on the road to recovery and I went home in April for good. 

My wife likes to tell how determined I was to walk again. We had a small 
| acreage and and “Merry Tiller”. So my wife would start the engine and I 

| would walk behind it, not really plowing any ground. 

The Health Department came after I had been home awhile to ask if I had 
| been around a barn before I got sick. 

Yes, I told them I had been duck hunting end of November and got stuck 
with a friend. We took some old hay out of the barn to get out of the mud. 
Tev affirmed that polio virus was in that kind of environment 

So my health returned slowly and I even went back to teaching in the fall. I 
started out with a short leg brace for drop foot and ended up about 1979 with 
a long leg brace for hyperextension of the right knee. We moved to Shelton in 
1965 and I worked at the Washington State Correction center in the 
vocational shop until early retirement. The cement floors were too hard on 
my legs. 

I always was active, not knowing about wearing out the good muscles. So we 
stopped traveling in our RV about 1995 and at 84 years I use a mobile walker 
|(4 wheels) and am trying to stay out of a wheel chair 

The BIG problem has always been my paralyzed throat. Breathing 
problems, too. 

Two years ago I had a complete assessment from a pulmonary specialist. I 
still go about every 3 ms. for checkups. He put me on a nebulizer with 
Abuterol and Iprotropium. It does help and relaxes the breathing muscles; It 
doesn't take care of all the problems, however. My lung capacity because of a 


ana diaphragm is getting smaller; and that worries us. Feb 2, 2003 A 
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Philip Alvin Krogh was born March 27, 
1952 while Ken was still in the Veteran’s 
Hospital getting well from Polio. 
Ken came to see both of us in a wheel- 
chair. Philip weighed nearly 6 Ibs. at 
birth, but was born a month early. 
He came home in the normal time and 
gained like any other baby. My mother 
was very helpful at this time and helped 
with David when it was necessary. 
When Ken came home the next month 
it was, then, a whole family and every 
one was on the mend.
